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' Four and one-half years ago the citizens of Albany turned 
down a proposal to purchase six 25-foot lots at Evelyn and So- 
lano Avenues, to be used as a building site for an Albany Civic 
Center. The cost was to be $33,500, and the funds were to be 
taken from the city’s Capital Outlay Fund. This fund had been 
added to from time to time through economies in the city budget. 


In the election which took pace on April 13, 1954, the pro- 
posal lost by a margin of 73 votes, the count being 2824 “Yes,” 
and 2897, “No.” 

This result was unfortunate for prices were lower at that 
time, and the property involved was centrally located and va- 
cant. The price was considerably below what similar lots 
would bring today. Also, building and construction costs have 
risen continually since that time. ° 

The need for new buildings to house the various city de- 
partments is urgent. 


The present fire station is a 43-year-old building, inade- 
quate as to size ,and requiring constant repair and attention. 
Like the police station, there are termite problems, rottedetim- 
bers, falling plaster, and deteriorated water and sewer piping. 

The police station is in an evén worse condition, with walls 
and floor beams eaten out by termites, a leaky roof and space 
which would be inadequate for the operations of a department | 
less than half the size. 


Thousands of dollars are being spent annually out of tax; 
money to shut out the rain and to support the faltering walls | 
and roof. The amount, naturally, is growing greater every | 
year as the buildings grow older. « 

Remember these buildings were first occupied by city de-| 
partments more than 40 years ago. The city had a*population | 
of 1500, as compared with a present population of 18,000. The! 
fire department had one full-time fireman and four volunteers. 
There are now 20 on the full time list. The police force has 
expanded from a town marshal to a total of more than 20 offi- 
cers. The present station has no room for filing cabinets, | 
desks where officers may write their reports, bicyele license | 
and permit desks. The exchange board for telephone and two- | 
way radio is crowded to one side. 

The city hall itself originally was leased in 1914, Before) 
that it had been occupied by a grocery store. Perhaps it was 
adequate for the work of those days, but the population today | 
is twelve times what it was when leased. Desks are crowded 
together. It is flooded in winter and too hot in summer. Ven- 
tilation is poor — almost non-existent. | 

All these shortcomings in the city’s housing can be correct- | 
ed with slight effect on the resident's tax bill, with adoption of 
the proposed bonds coming before Albany's voters on Tuesday, | 
November 4. 

Most opposition to bond issues lies in fear of greatly in- 
creased taxes. It is estimated that the tax increase in a typical 
case of a home costing $13,400 and assessed for $1800 would be | 
$1.62 per year for the first five years; $2.52 per year for the| 
next five years; $2.70 per year for the next ten years, and $2.52 | 
per year for the last ten years of the life of the bonds. 

The bond issue covers cost of temporary quarters for the 
various departments during the construction period. No addi- 
tional or new equipment is contemplated, Furnishings of the 
new buildings have been included in the total cost, as covered 
| by the bonds.
